Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  the  sanitary  and  environmental  conditions  which  prevailed  during  1969. 

A  study  of  the  vital  statistics  reveal  no  startling  changes  from  1968, 
except  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  in  all  its  various  forms, 
viz.  54  in  1969  compared  with  40  in  1968.  The  population  of  the  district 
increased  by  only  seventy  to  25,810.  Total  live  births  decreased  by  eleven  to 
383,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  14.99  per  thousand.  Infant  deaths  under  one  year 
totalled  6,  with  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  15.66. 

The  population  increase  was  very  small,  although  private  house-building 
continued  in  the  Binley  and  Dunchurch  areas  of  the  district.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  an  upsurge  in  house-building  in  Dunchurch  is  obvious, 
there  being  two  areas  of  the  village  where  a  large  number  of  houses  are  under 
construction  or  are  to  be  built.  It  is  possible  that  other  than  district  (Rugby) 
persons  will  occupy  these  properties,  extending  the  “dormitory”  capacity  of 
the  Rural  District  owing  to  its  proximity  to  the  entry  points  to  the  Motorways 
and  close  proximity  to  Coventry.  During  the  past  few  years  this  has  happened 
in  the  neighbouring  Borough,  in  Binley  and  in  many  of  the  villages.  A  number 
of  the  older  houses  on  which  adequate  money  has  been  spent  to  bring  them  to 
a  satisfactory  standard  of  fitness  have  been  re-occupied.  This  is  satisfactory, 
but  only  when  adequate  funds  are  available  to  carry  out  work  to  the  required 
standard  of  fitness.  There  has  been  disagreement,  from  time  to  time,  of  the 
action  of  the  Council  and  its  Public  Health  Committee  in  condemning 
property  considered  to  be,  and,  therefore,  represented  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  In  this  context  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  standards  in 
housing  are  increasing  year  by  year,  and  unless  basic  principles  are  accepted, 
and  maintenance  regularly  carried  out,  dwelling  houses  will  deteriorate  almost 
to  the  point  of  “no  return”.  Your  officers,  whilst  sympathising  with  the 
admiration  and  preservation  of  old  property,  must  have  uppermost  in  their 
minds  the  fitness  of  any  individual  property  for  human  habitation. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  showed  a  large  increase  from  the 
figures  for  1968,  namely,  54  as  against  40.  A  feature  of  these  deaths  was  that 
twelve  were  from  disease  in  the  lungs  and  bronchi;  of  the  twelve,  5  were 
in  females,  ages  ranging  from  forty-five  to  sixty-five.  (In  1968  there  was  one 
death  of  a  person  aged  sixty-five).  There  may  be  more  than  one  factor 
involved  in  the  causation  of  lung  cancer,  but  the  indictment  of  cigarette 
smoking  has  been  repeatedly  emphasised  statistically,  both  in  this  country 
and  in  the  U.S.A.  and  one  cannot  but  be  amazed  at  the  annual  increase  in 
cigarette  consumption  after  the  stern  warnings  which  have  been  given. 
Smoking  campaigns  have  so  far  had  little  or  no  effect  on  cigarette  consump¬ 
tion. 

There  were  three  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  uterus,  all  in  women  over 
fifty-five  years  of  age.  The  scheme  for  the  examination  of  women  at  special 
clinics,  or  by  arrangement  with  their  own  general  practitioner,  has  been 
running  since  1st  August,  1967,  and  at  this  moment  approximately  two 
thousand  women  in  the  permitted  age  groups  (thirty-five  years  and  over)  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  free  scheme  (this  includes  both  Rugby  Borough  and 
the  Rural  District)  with  less  than  one  hundred  women  awaiting  appoint¬ 
ments.  All  applications  are  made  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  at  The  Lawn, 
Newbold  Road,  Rugby,  and  appointments  are  arranged  either  at  special 
cervical  cytology  clinics,  or  by  arrangement  with  the  patient’s  own  doctor, 
when  that  request  is  made. 
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There  were  seven  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents,  three  of  which 
were  in  the  age  groups  5  +  ,  15+  and  25  + ,  the  remainder  being  in  the  55+  to 
75+  groups. 

The  increasing  toll  of  road  injuries  and  deaths,  avoidable  deaths,  is  one 
which  should  be  the  serious  concern  of  every  vehicle  driver  as  much  as  it  is  the 
concern  of  every  doctor  to  reduce,  indeed  prevent,  infant  deaths. 

The  incidence  of  notified  infectious  disease  in  the  Rural  District  was  very 
low,  the  only  diseases  of  note  being  scarlet  fever  (12)  and  infective  hepatitis 
(12).  The  latter  disease  is  one  which  has  become  increasingly  noticeable  in  the 
returns,  both  locally  and  nationally.  This  can,  of  course,  be  attributed  to  a 
greater  awareness  by  the  public  of  the  possible  effects  of  a  serious  attack  of  the 
disease,  with  an  earlier  call  on  the  family  doctor  and  the  statutory  notification 
by  him  of  the  disease.  Of  the  cases  notified,  four  were  in  school  children,  and 
seven  in  adults  aged  twenty  to  thirty-five.  Loss  of  time  from  work  can  be 
prolonged,  and  particular  care  is  taken  in  cases  where  contacts  are  connected 
with  the  food  industry  (especially  catering). 

With  regard  to  the  other  infectious  diseases,  such  as  measles,  whooping 
cough,  diphtheria,  etc.,  excepting  the  first-named,  they  are  becoming  almost 
“forgotten”  diseases  as  the  result  of  the  campaigns  of  protective  immunisation 
carried  out  over  the  past  twenty-five  to  thirty  years.  Smallpox  is  still  a 
potential  danger  due,  as  I  have  said  in  previous  reports,  to  the  proximity,  in 
time  of  travel,  of  the  countries  where  the  disease  is  endemic.  Vaccination 
against  the  disease  must  therefore  be  continued.  Parents  have  a  duty  to  their 
children  to  see  that  such  protection  as  is  approved  and  available  is  given  to 
them,  and  in  this  context  it  is  opportune  to  consider  the  future  of  local  health 
authority  clinic  services  where  much  of  the  preventive  inoculation  procedures 
have  been  carried  out.  The  entry  of  medical  personnel  to  local  authority  and 
local  health  authority  service  is  now  at  its  lowest  ebb,  and  if  this  trend 
continues  for  just  a  few  more  years  it  will  be  impossible  to  staff  the  clinics 
unless  adequate  part-time  doctors  are  available.  Parents  will  have  to  rely 
solely  on  their  family  doctor  to  carry  out  these  procedures,  and  they  will 
therefore  have  to  be  vigilant  in  maintaining  the  programme  to  its  proper 
dates.  The  doctors  will  have  the  assistance  of  health  visitors  attached  to  their 
practices,  and  their  help  may  be  sought  by  many  mothers.  The  diminution 
in  the  numbers  of  the  killing  infectious  diseases  has  been  due  to  the  protection 
given  to  infants  and  children,  and  these  procedures  must  be  carried  out  on  all 
future  children. 

Environmental  conditions  continue  to  be  improved  in  the  rural  area. 
Sewage  disposal  schemes  continued  to  occupy  the  deliberations  of  the 
Council  for  much  of  its  time,  but  progress  from  inception  to  commencement 
of  a  scheme  and  the  completion  of  same  is  so  often  slow  in  the  extreme.  If 
de-population  of  rural  areas  is  to  cease,  then  adequate  housing  and  essential 
services  must  be  available  in  the  bigger  and  medium  sized  villages.  There  are 
still  a  number  of  parishes  lacking  adequate  sewerage  arrangements,  and  it  has 
repeatedly  been  stated  that  nuisances  occur  in  such  villages  because  of  this 
lack  of  an  essential  service. 

Water  supply  and  refuse  disposal  are  both  of  a  high  standard.  With 
regard  to  the  latter  service,  the  provision  of  adequate  tipping  arrangements 
have  caused  some  concern,  and  this  does  not  apply  only  to  the  Rugby  Rural 
District  Council.  It  would  seem  that  the  only  satisfactory  solution  in  the 
future  is  by  the  combining  of  local  authorities  in  the  use  of  expensive  equip¬ 
ment  to  reduce  refuse  bulk  either  by  pulverisation  or  incineration,  thus 
rendering  the  product  less  of  a  nuisance  from  its  amount  and  content.  A 
similar  problem  arises  with  the  disposal  of  sludge  from  sewage  works— the 
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reduction  in  its  bulk  by  various  drying  processes,  at  the  same  time  removing 
much  of  its  nuisance  potential,  would  appear  an  inevitable,  but  expensive 
answer.  These  are  problems  which  loom  large  in  the  debates  of  local  authori¬ 
ties  at  the  present  time,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  years  ahead,  for 
refuse  is  increasing  in  bulk,  the  incineration  of  combustibles  becoming  more 
difficult  and  because  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  there  are  fewer  open  fires  on  which 
to  dispose  of  it;  and  again  the  increase  in  water  supplies  and  consumption 
per  head  leading  to  ever  increasing  flows  of  sewage. 

All  these  facts  are  known  to  the  respective  Councillors  of  the  Rural 
District  but  I  thought  it  justified  to  pin-point  what  must,  in  the  future,  be 
problems  of  some  magnitude,  in  physical  composition  and  demands  on  the 
Council’s  purse! 

Other  activities  which  take  place  within  the  District,  and  which  provide 
additional  benefit  to  the  aged  members  of  our  community,  are  the  Meals-on- 
Wheels  Service  and  Chiropody  Service  (this  latter  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  aged  persons’  Clubs).  The  meals  service,  originally  only  in  the 
villages  of  Wolston,  Stretton-on-Dunsmore,  Ryton-on-Dunsmore,  Brandon 
and  Bretford,  extended  about  two  years  ago  to  other  parishes  in  the  western 
and  north-western  part  of  the  District.  The  meals  have  been  purchased  at 
Newbold  Revel  College  and  Bramcote  Camp.  Through  the  admirable 
efforts  of  the  Rural  W.R.V.S.  many  of  our  older  residents  are  enjoying  good 
nourishing  meals  on  at  least  two  days  a  week. 

Many  of  our  old  people’s  Clubs  are  run  by  the  Rural  W.R.V.S.  and 
through  their  perseverance,  chiropodists  have  been  engaged  to  carry  out 
sessional  work  amongst  the  members  of  these  Clubs.  The  County  Council, 
under  their  National  Health  Service  powers,  pay  the  accounts  rendered  for 
this  service. 

All  these  additional  services,  small  though  they  may  seem,  serve  a  need 
amongst  the  aged  in  many  of  the  villages  in  the  area,  and  one  cannot  adequately 
express  the  gratitude  of  the  Council  and  the  aged  to  the  members  of  the 
W.R.V.S.  for  their  efforts. 

In  summary,  1969  proved  to  be  a  year  of  continuing  progress  in  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  essential  services  for  the  residents  of  the  area,  viz.  housing,  the 
improvement  of  unfit  property,  the  extension  of  sewerage  disposal  services, 
and  the  disposal  of  household  refuse,  although,  as  stated  earlier,  this  latter 
service  may  present  problems  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

In  all  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  health  Department,  my  thanks  are  due  to 
Mr.  Beeby  and  Mr.  Allen  for  their  co-operation  and  interest  at  all  times,  and 
to  all  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support  in  all  matters  likely  to  affect  the  residents  or  the  environment  of  our 
district.

These  figures,  supplied  annually  by  the  Registrar-General,  take  into 
account  the  variation  in  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  in 
different  areas,  and,  when  applied  to  the  crude  rates,  enable  more  accurate 
comparison  to  be  made  with  rates  for  other  districts. 


Population 

The  Registrar-General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
District  was  25,810,  an  increase  of  only  70  over  the  figure  for  1968.  With  a 
natural  increase  (i.e.  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths)  of  186,  this  still  indicates 
a  movement  of  population  away  from  the  District,  but  to  a  smaller  extent 
than  in  the  previous  year. 


Births 

A  total  of  383  live  births  were  recorded  during  1969,  eleven  less  than  the 
previous  year,  and  the  adjusted  birth  rate  of  14.99  was  again  considerably 
below  the  rate  of  16.3  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  Illegitimate  live  births 
amounted  to  28  which  is  7.3%  or  just  over  one  in  every  thirteen  births.

The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  1969  was  197, 
twenty-seven  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of  9.89 
compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of  11.9  for  England  and  Wales.  Heart  and 
circulatory  diseases  again  accounted  for  the  major  proportion  of  deaths, 
50.9%,  cancer  in  all  sites  18.3%  and  respiratory  diseases  16.3.%

For  the  seventh  successive  year  no  maternal  deaths  were  recorded,  and 
in  fact  there  has  only  been  one  such  death  in  the  past  sixteen  years.

There  was  an  increase  of  two  in  the  number  of  infants,  who  died  under 
one  year  of  age,  six  occurring  in  1969,  compared  with  four  in  the  previous 
year.  The  mortality  rate  of  15.66  per  thousand  live  births  still  compares 
favourably  with  the  rate  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales.

The  deaths  of  four  of  the  six  infants  mentioned  above  occurred  within 
one  month  of  birth,  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  rate  of  10.4  per  thousand  live 
births.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate,  which  includes  stillbirths  in  addition  to 
deaths  under  one  week  of  age,  was  25.6  per  thousand  total  births,  slightly 
higher  than  in  1968  and  also  higher  than  the  national  rate  of  23.0.

SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire 
Hospital,  Stoney  Stanton  Road,  Coventry  (tel. :  Coventry  25937)  undertakes 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  specimens  taken  in  connection  with 
notifiable  diseases  and  also  of  milk,  food  and  water  samples.  The  Laboratory 
is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  E.  M.  Whitehead  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for 
his  co-operation  at  all  times. 

Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  administration  of  the  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  as  the 
Local  Health  Authority  is  carried  out  locally,  the  Rural  District  and  Rugby 
Borough  forming  one  area  for  this  purpose.  Brief  details  of  the  services 
provided  are  given  below.  Unless  otherwise  stated,  applications  should  be 
made  to  the  Health  Department  at  The  Lawn,  Newbold  Road,  Rugby. 

Ambulances — Except  in  an  emergency,  requests  for  ambulance  transport 
must  be  made  by  a  medical  practitioner  or  hospital  (Rugby  Ambulance  Depot, 
Temple  Street,  Rugby — telephone  Rugby  3445). 

Chiropody — Limited  treatment  is  offered  for  those  of  pensionable  age, 
registered  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers.  A  small  charge  is 
made,  except  in  certain  cases. 

Clinics — Child  Health  Clinics,  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics  and 
School  Health  Services  are  staffed  by  medical  and  nursing  personnel  employed 
by  the  County  Council  with  assistance  from  voluntary  workers  at  Child 
Health  Clinics.  A  list  of  clinics  held  in  the  district  will  be  found  at  the  end  of 
this  section. 

Convalescence — Periods  of  convalescence  following  illness  may  be 
arranged  at  the  request  of  a  patient’s  general  practitioner.  Patients  are 
normally  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  convalescence  according 
to  their  means,  but  there  is  no  charge  for  those  in  receipt  of  supplementary 
pension  or  for  school  children.  All  requests  for  convalescence  should  be  made 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall, Warwick.  Convalescence 
for  patients  discharged  from  hospital  is  usually  arranged  by  Hospital  Almoners 
through  the  National  Health  Service. 

Domiciliary  Nursing  Service — Nursing  staff,  working  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Area  Nursing  Officer  and  in  co-operation  with  general  medical 
practitioners,  provide  a  comprehensive  service  in  midwifery,  home  nursing 
and  health  visiting.  Nursing  messages  may  be  sent  direct  to  the  nurse  con¬ 
cerned  or  to  the  Health  Department.  A  list  of  nursing  staff  is  appended. 

Loan  of  Equipment — A  wide  range  of  nursing  requisites  and  equipment  is 
available  for  free  short-term  loan  at  the  request  of  the  family  doctor  or  nurse 
in  attendance.  Cases  requiring  long-term  or  permanent  loan  of  equipment  are 
dealt  with  through  the  Welfare  Department  or  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security. 

Home  Help — This  service  exists  to  provide  help  in  the  home  during 
illness,  during  home  confinement  and  for  the  aged  and  infirm  who  are  unable 
to  manage  their  domestic  work.  The  standard  charge  is  at  present  7 /-  per 
hour,  but  this  may  be  remitted  wholly  or  partly  according  to  means.  Applica¬ 
tions  to  be  made  to  the  Home  Help  Organiser. 
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Mental  Health — Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  Social  Workers  assist  with 
arrangements  for  admission  to  hospital  and,  in  co-operation  with  general 
practitioners,  supervise  and  advise  mentally  ill  patients  in  their  homes.  The 
officers  for  this  area,  Mr.  R.  J.  Edkins  and  Mr.  P.  Cooke,  may  be  contacted  at 
the  Health  Department. 

Vaccination — Protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis,  measles,  smallpox,  is  offered  to  parents  of  all  children,  either 
through  the  family  doctor  or  at  Health  Clinics.  (Note:  Routine  B.C.G. 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis  in  school  is  normally  restricted  to  children 
aged  thirteen  years  or  over,  but  in  some  instances  vaccine  may  be  given 
earlier  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chest  Physician  or  Paediatrician  at  the  hos¬ 
pital). 

Welfare  Foods — National  dried  milk,  orange  juice  and  codliver  oil  are 
available  at  Child  Health  Clinics,  and  in  addition  a  certain  number  of  pro¬ 
prietary  foods  are  available.

All  these  Undertakings  reported  that  the  quality  and  quantity  of  water 
was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  although  there  was  one  example  of 
gross  sewage  pollution  in  the  River  Avon  in  the  Rugby  Joint  Water  Board’s 
area  from  the  discharge  of  a  cesspool  emptier  there  was  no  risk  to  health  as 
automatic  protective  devices  in  the  treatment  works  came  into  operation  but 
it  was  necessary  to  increase  chlorine  dose  and  for  a  day  or  so  there  were  taste 
problems.  Am  immediate  investigation  was  carried  out  but  the  cause  of  the 
pollution  was  never  traced. 

The  booster  pump  in  the  North-East  Warwickshire  Water  Board’s  area 
situated  opposite  the  entrance  to  Gamecock  Barracks  came  into  operation 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  has  resulted  in  better  pressures  being  obtained 
in  this  area. 

Details  of  samples  taken  from  terminal  points  on  the  mains  and  sub¬ 
mitted  monthly  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory,  Coventry  are  given  below.  Samples  from  the  Coventry  Corporation’s 
supplies  are  taken  by  them  and  we  are  notified  of  the  results.

Means  of  escape  in  case  of  Fire 

The  Home  Office  circularised  all  local  authorities  in  April  drawing 
attention  to  the  need  for  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  Section  60  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  relating  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  in 
respect  of  hotels,  guest  houses,  boarding  houses  and  hostels,  in  view  of  the 
increasing  incidents  in  the  outbreak  of  fire. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  all  of  these  inspections  had  been  completed, 
informal  notices  served  and  some  of  the  work  required  had  been  implemented. 

Assistant  Divisional  Officer  J.  Nash  of  the  Rugby  Fire  Brigade  accom¬ 
panied  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  all  of  these  inspections  and  thanks 
are  due  to  him  for  his  co-operation.

Petroleum  Installations 

There  were  five  new  installations  of  tanks  and  pumps  during  the  year. 

There  are  ninety-four  premises  within  the  area  at  which  petroleum  spirit 
and/or  petroleum  mixtures  are  stored,  nearly  half  of  which  are  filling  stations. 
The  remainder  includes  a  few  factories  but  consists  mainly  of  small  private 
installations  with  hand  operated  pumps  where  very  few  complications  arise 
from  associated  electrical  apparatus. 

Four  underground  tanks  were  retested  during  the  year  with  nitrogen  or 
other  inert  gas  at  a  pressure  of  10  lbs.  to  the  square  inch  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  twenty-four  hours  and  three  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  the  other 
that  failed  the  test  was  filled  with  concrete  slurry. 

The  revised  Model  Code  on  Principles  of  Construction  and  Licensing 
Conditions  was  received  from  the  Home  Office  and  the  Council’s  Conditions 
are  due  for  revision  in  accordance  with  these  latest  recommendations.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Since  April  1946  the  whole  of  the  district  has,  with  only  a  fewr  exceptions, 
received  a  weekly  collection.  The  Council  operate  by  direct  labour  a  fleet  of 
seven  modern  refuse  collection  vehicles,  disposal  being  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping.  Approximately  thirteen  acres  of  land  are  owned  by  the  Council  at 
Stretton-on-Dunsmore  and  Kings  Newnham  but  subsidiary  tips  are  rented 
for  convenience  in  other  parts  of  the  district.  The  Council  own  and  operate 
a  Fordson  tractor  with  appropriate  equipment  to  level  and  soil  over  the  tips. 

The  Council  have  purchased  just  over  one  mile  of  disused  railway 
cutting  at  Monks  Kirby  for  central  disposal  of  refuse  and  work  on  the  creation 
of  an  access  is  imminent.  When  this  comes  into  operation  it  is  anticipated  the 
subsidiary  tips  will  be  closed  except  in  emergency  circumstances. 


Rodent  Control 

Two  full-time  Rodent  Officers  are  employed  and  free  advice  given  to 
ratepayers  although  a  charge  is  made  on  a  materials  and  labour  basis  to  both 
householders  and  occupiers  of  business  premises  if  the  Council  carries  out 
treatment.  The  Rodent  Officers  also  treat  the  Council’s  refuse  tips,  sew^ers 
and  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  contract  service  continues  to  operate  successfully,  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Rodent  Officers,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  contracts  valued  at 
more  than  £1,200  had  been  entered  into.

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SECTION  D 


HOUSING 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  rebates  amounting  to  £106.  6s.  Od.  per  week 
were  granted  under  the  Rent  Rebate  Scheme.  Ninety  families  were  rehoused, 
thirteen  of  these  families  being  from  condemned  property,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  approximately  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine  applicants  on 
the  housing  list. 

Rate  rebates  may  also  be  claimed  by  certain  domestic  ratepayers  with  low 
incomes  if  they  are  not  in  receipt  of  supplementary  pension  or  allowance  from 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security.  Full  rebate  is  payable  only  if 
the  gross  income  from  all  sources  is  less  than  £11  a  week  for  a  couple  (or  £9. 
in  any  other  case),  increased  by  £2  a  week  for  any  dependent  child  living  in 
the  dwelling.  If  there  are  any  other  adults  living  in  the  dwelling,  or  if  applica¬ 
tion  is  delayed  more  than  one  month  from  the  first  day  of  the  half-year,  the 
rebate  may  be  less.  There  is  a  special  Rate  Rebate  Section  to  the  Treasurer’s 
Department  to  deal  with  these  applications.  The  average  number  of  rate 
rebates  granted  half-yearly  was  three  hundred  and  forty,  the  average  sum 
allowed  being  £14.  17s.  Od.  per  recipient,  of  whom  three  hundred  and  twenty 
were  wholly  or  mainly  retired  persons.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-three  rebates 
were  to  owner-occupiers,  sixty-six  to  Council  tenants  and  the  other  twenty- 
one  were  mainly  to  private  tenants. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  well  advanced  on  the  construction  of 
fifty-seven  new  Council  houses  in  the  village  of  Brinklow.

In  addition  there  are  five  maisonettes  at  Long  Lawford,  each  one  consisting  of  business  premises  with  a  three-bedroomed  flat  above.

Housing  Conditions 

It  is  estimated  that  126  houses  have  still  to  be  dealt  with  Linder  the 
Council’s  slum  clearance  programme  and  at  the  present  rate  of  progress  this 
should  be  completed  in  from  three  to  four  years  time. 

Forty-one  houses  subject  to  demolition  orders  were  still  occupied  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  to  work  on  the  slum  clearance  programme  two  hundred  and 
fifty-two  visits  and  inspections  were  made  to  advise  prospective  house 
purchasers  regarding  the  possibility  of  the  property  in  which  they  were 
interested  being  included  in  the  slum  clearance  programme.

Knacker’s  Yard 

No  slaughtering  takes  place  at  the  Knacker’s  Yard,  all  animals  being 
brought  in  dead  for  dressing  only  and  no  processing  of  meat  is  being  carried 
out  at  the  present  time. 

The  Meat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1969  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
November  which  require  that  all  meat  must  be  sterilised  unless  it  is  sold  to 
certain  exempted  establishments.  Labelling  requirements  and  the  method  of 
transportation  must  also  be  in  accordance  with  these  Regulations. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

There  are  twenty  distributors  of  milk  and  eight  dairy  premises  on  the 
Register  required  to  be  kept  under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(General)  Regulations,  1959.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  was  little  of  note  in  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  in  the 
District  in  1969,  a  total  of  only  35  cases  being  notified  throughout  the  year. 
Twelve  of  these  were  scarlet  fever  and  a  further  twelve  were  infective  jaundice. 
They  were  not  confined  to  any  one  particular  area,  but  were  widely  spread. 
The  tables  on  the  following  pages  show  the  areas  of  occurrence  and  the  age 
and  monthly  incidence  of  the  diseases  which  were  notified. 

With  regard  to  vaccination,  it  should  be  noted  that  319  or  81%  of  the 
children  born  in  1968  had  been  vaccinated  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  by  the  end  of  1969.  The  figures  for  poliomyelitis  vaccina¬ 
tion  were  practically  the  same,  but  only  164  or  42%  of  the  same  age  group 
had  been  protected  against  smallpox.  This  obviously  leaves  much  to  be 
desired  and  greater  efforts  must  be  made  to  encourage  parents  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  vaccination  which  is  readily  available  through  the  family  doctor 
and  child  health  services.
